act in final shap e. This means that 
as soon as a union starts collect­ 
ing dues it must register with the 
government. 
The registrar then examines the 
union 
constitution. 
He 
has 
the 
right to insist that there are dem ­ 
ocratic by-laws and that the of­ 
ficers are literate in Swahili and 
English so they can carry on rou­ 
tine business and 
keep full 
ac­ 
counting of funds in regular West­ 
ernized books. 
The registrar then looks over the 
field to see if another union al­ 
ready exists in the area being 
sought by the new outfit. The reg­ 
istrar can rule that there already 
is an existing union covering the 
jurisdiction and can refuse the 
new ap p licant the right to organ­ 
ize. 


THE REGISTRAR, ap p ointed by 
the governor, 
can 
call 
for 
the 
books, minutes and all data and 
files after he has p ermitted the 
union to register and organize. He 
can dissolve a union if it goes 
crooked or if it terrorizes firms or 
emp loyes. 
He can de-register a group if it 
is a p ap er outfit or if it doesn’t 
op erate on the statement of p rinc­ 
ip les it laid out in its ap p lication 
for government ap p roval. Thus a 
group cannot say it wants to reg­ 
ister as a truck union and then or­ 
ganize white collar workers. 
The registrar can also dissolve 
a union for violation of the sp irit 
ot the law. This means that he can 
de-certify a union for being p olit­ 
ically active because the law says 
that a union 
can 
dedicate 
it­ 
self only to emp loyer-worker re­ 
lations. Thus if a union criticizes 
a p iece of legislation or a decision

And wh at is indu strialism?
